Gentlemen, 

I beg  tq  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  general  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  United  District  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1949. 
The  report,  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  iMemorandum  and  instruc- 
tions of  the  INIinistry  of  Health  and  shows  that  the  health  of  the  Community 
has  been  maintained  ati  a satisfactory  level. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  birth  rate  for,  the  year  (19.25  per  1,000),  was  slightly  lower  than 
that  for  the  previous  year  (19.86  per  1,000),  but  was  2.55  per  1.000  above 
that  for!  England  and  Wa]es.  There  was  a general  decrease  in  the  birth 
rate  for  the  year  throughout  the  country. 

The  death  rate  (12.34  per  1,000),  was  highef  than  that  for  the  preced- 
ing year  (10.64  per  1,000),  and  slightlv  higher  than  that  for  England,'  and 
Wales. 

As  usual,  heart  disease  caused  the  largest  number  of  deaths,  33.930 
as  against  30.5%  for  the  preceding  year.  It  is  noteworthy  that  80.8% 
of  these  had  attained  the  age  of  65  years!  and  upwards. 

Cancer  accounted  for  13.6%  of  the  total  deaths,  and  Intra-cranial 
haemorrhage  10.7%. 

Infant  mortality  showed  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year,  being 
33.9  per  1,000  live  births,  and  was  1.9  per  1,000  over  that  for  England 
and  Wales.  Nine  deaths  occurred  in  the  Eastry  Rural  District  and 
eleven  in  the  Dover  Rural  District.  Prematurity  and  Congenital  defects 
— conditions  operating  prior  to^  birth — accounted  for  55%  of  the  deaths. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

There  was  a recrudescence  of  iNIeasles  in  the  spring!  of  the  year,  the 
outbreak  starting  in  the  Dover  Rural  and  then  invading  the  Eastry  Rural. 
268  cases  were  notified,  an  increase  of  107  over  the  previous  year.  In 
bygone  years  this  infection  used  to  be  a seasonal  one  with  a quiescent 
period  of  two  to  three-  years,  but,  for  the  past  five  years  it  has  remained 
active  in  the  United  District.  It  may  well  be  that  aince  the  introduction 
of  notification  for  this  disease  cases  have  come  to  liglrt  which  might 
otherwise  have  passed  unnoticed.  The  infection,  in  the  majority  of  cases 
was  of  a mild  type  and  no  deaths  were  recorded;  children  between  the 
ages  of  two  and  five  vears  were  mostly  affected.  Whooping  Cough 
notifications  showed  a decrease  of  23  over  that  recorded  for  the  previous 
vear.  Not  a single  notification  of  diphtheria  was  received  during  the 
year,  which  goes  to  prove,  if  proof  were  necessary,  of  the  efficacy  of 
immunisation.  There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  ]:>rimary  notifica- 
tions of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  23  as  compared  with  27.  Three 
cases  of  Acute  Polio-myelitis  occurred  in  the  Eastry  Area.  Aylesham 
(malq  aged  10),  Eythorne  (male  aged  5),  Eastry  (female  aged  30).  _ All 
these  cases  recovered,  the  disease  leaving  a certain  degree  of  paresis  in 
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one  or  more  limbs.  As  to  how  this  virus  infection  is  transmitted  is  still 
conjectural,  but,  there  would  appear  to  be  grounds  for  suspecting  that 
it  is;  spread,  as  in  the  case  of  diphtheria,  by  carriers  who'  have  been  the 
unconscious  victims  of  a sub-clinical  attack,  and  who-  only  evinced 
symptoms  of  a severe  cold  or  gastro-intestinal  upset.  Infantile  Paralysis 
is  a misnomer  as  the  infection  attacks  adults  as  frequently  as  children. 
It  is  interesting;  to-  note  that  although  these  three  cases  had  numerous 
contacts  no  second  case  of  infection  occurred,  which  is  suggestive  of  an 
acquired  immunity  having;  developed  in  the  community.  So  far,  we  have 
no  means  of  pieventing  the  spread  of  this  virus  infection  beyond  the 
usual  quarantine  measures,  and  until  we  possess  a prophylactic  agent, 
such  as  we*  have  for  Smallpox;  the  Enterio  fevers;  Cholera;  Typhus  and 
Diphtheria,  wej  can  only  rely  on  these'  precautions  and  hope  for  the  best. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  sO'  much  sensational  publicity  is  given  to  this 
disease,  for  it  only  produces  ai  feeling'  of  apprehension  and  fear  which  are 
inipcrtant  ingredients  in  the  forging  of  the  weak  link  in  the  chain  of 
body  resistance.  After  all,  there  are  more  children  killed  on  the  road 
in  the  course  of  the  year  than  by  this  disease. 

General. 

The  end  of  year  saw  the  completion  of  the  Rural  Housing  Survey 
of  the  Eastry  Rural  District,  and  on  page  21  will  be  foiund  an  interesting 
synop.S:is  of  the  hiidings,  ably  compiled,  by  IMr.  Sayers,  and  it  should  be, 
as  the  Ministry  intended  it  to  be,  a valuable  guide  dO'  the  housing  pro- 
gramme of  the  local  authority.  The  fight  against  rodent  infestation 
proceeds  lin  an  intensive  manner,  and  thei  results  of  the  year’s  work  is  a 
credit  to  the  operators  whose  constant  vigilance  has  gone  far  tO'  keep 
the  infestation  under  control,  and  so  minimise  the  destruction  of  foodstuffs 
and  the  possible  transmission  of  disease. 

With  my  report  are  incorporated  the  reports  of  the  Senior  Sanitar}^ 
Inspectors  of  the  two  Districts,  and  once  again  I proffer  my  thanks  for 
their  co-operation  and  help  in  the  course  of  my  duties.  I should  also 
like  to^  thank  the  Surveyor  to  thei  Eastry  Rural  District  for  his  reports  on 
the  housing  situation,  drainage  and  scavenging.

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SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 
Hospitals . 

Since  Jnly,  1948,  all  hospitals  in  this  section  of  the  County  came 
under  the  administration  of  the  South-Eastern  Metropolitan  Hospitals 
Board. 

(1)  Isolation  Hospitals. — There  are  three  hospitals  of  this  type 
situated  at  Haine,  Canterbury  and  Dover,  which  admit;  cases  of  infectious 
disease  occurring  in  the  Area. 

(2)  General. — There  are  no  General  Hosi)itals  in  the  Area.  Cases 
requiring  treatment  can  be  admitted  to  any  of  the  following  hospitals  : 
Kent  and  Canterbury;  the  Victoria,  Deal;  Margate;  Ramsgate;  Royal 
Victoria  and  County,  Dover. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  Infectious  Cases. — The  Isolation  Hospital  at  Haine  has  its  own 
ambulance.  Deal  and  Dover  also  possess  an  ambulance  for  transporting 
this  class  of  case. 

(b)  Non-Inf ectious  Cases. — The  County  Council  provides  a compre- 
hensive ambulance  service  throughout  the  Area.  Ambulances  may  be 
obtained  from  any  of  the  following  depots  : Ramsgate;  Deal;  Dover;  and 
Canterbury. 


The  three  collieries  in  the  District  have  their  own  ambulances. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Clinical  material  for  examination  is  submitted  to  the  County 
Laboratory,  Maidstone,  as  are  samples  of  milk,  water,  sewage,  etc. 

Nursing  in  the  Home, 

The  County  Council,  as  the  Health  Authority,  provides  an  excellent 
service  for  the  Area,  the  personnel  comprising  : Three  Home  Nurses; 
nine  Home-Nurse  Midwives;  and  six  Midwives. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  County  Council  arrange  for  maternity  and  child  welfare  work, 
and  the  treatment  of  school  children  at  the  various  Centres  throughout 
the  United  District. 

Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Disease. 

This  service  comes  under  the  administration  of  the  South-Eastern 
Hos])ital  Board.  Chest  Clinics  are  held  at  Ramsgate;  Deal;  Canterbury 
and  Dover.  Clinics  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease  are  held  at 
Margate  General  Hospital;  Kent  andl  Canterbury  Hospital;  and  the  Royal 
Victoria  Hospital,  Dover.

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SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Report  of  the  Senior;  Sanitary  'Inspector  for  the  Year  1949. 

Tills  is  my  fiist  report  since  commencing  my  appointment  on  21st 
February,  1949.  The  separation  of  the  office  from  that  of  Surveyor 
has  meant  that  for  the  first  time  the  district  has  had  two  full-time 
Sanitary  Officers,  and  it  has  accordingly  become  possible  to  expand  all 
branches  of  the  work. 


During  the  past  year  energies  have  been  concentrated  upon  the 
completion  of  the  Rural  Housing-'  Survey,  but  at  the  same  time  a measure 
of  re-organisation  of  office  administration  and  work  on  the  district  has 
been  introduced. 

The  amount  of  Housing  repair  work  and  re-conditioning  has  continued 
ten  be  limited,  but  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  which  received  the  Royal  Assent 
on  the  30th  July,  1949,  contains  important  provisioiis  relating  to  financial 
assistance.  It  is  welcome  toi  note  that  the  new  Act  differs  fioiii  that  of 
1926  in  that  the  new  provisions  arel  administered  bj^  the  local  authority  and 
relate  to  all  houses  and  are  not  restricted  tO'  housing  accommodation  for 
agricultural  workers. 

The  idea'  that  standards  should  necessarily  be  lower  in  a rural  district 
than  in  the  towns  is  one  that  is  still  frequently  encountered  in  many 
phases  of  our  work  and  during  the  year  energetic  steps  have  had  tO'  be 
taken  on  a number  of  occasions  to  correct  this  impression. 

On  1st  October,  1949,  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act, 
1944,  and  Regulations  made  under  it  came  into  force,  and  the  general 
effect  is  that  the  supervision  of  Milk  production  becomes  the  responsibility 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  local  authorities  retain  the  duty  of 
controlling  the  distribution  and  sale  of  milk.  It  is  too  early  yet  tO' 
coninmnt  upon  the  result  of  these  changes,  but  it  is  tO'  be  hoped  that 
close  co-operation  will  be  possible  between  Sanitary  Officers  of  local 
authorities  and  officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 

I would  like  to  acknowdedge  the  co-operation  that  has  been  given 
by  all  members  of  the  Council  Staff  during  the  year  and  whichl  has  done 
much  to  meet  those  difficulties  which  inevitably  arise  Avhen  commencing 
duties  in  a new  district. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
my  appreciation  of  the  consideration,  support  and  assistance  I have 
received  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee.

The  District  Council  are  themselves  the  statutorv  undertakers  for 
the  Parishes  of  Sarre  and  St.  Nicholas,  and  part  of  the  Parishes  of  Wing- 
ham  and  Goodnestone  taking  a supply  in  bulk  from  the  IMargate  Corpora- 
tion whose  pumping  station  is  situated  in  the  Parish  of  Wingham. 

Quarterly  reports  from  the  laboratory  on  samples  taken  from  the 
various  Companies’  supply  show,  that  the  water  is  quite  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  four  samples  of  well  water  were  sent  toi  the  County 
Eaboratory  for  chemical  examination,  and  the  reports  showed  three  of 
them  to  be  unfit  for  drinking.  Twenty-five  samples  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination;  eleven  of  these  being  unfit.  In  each  case 
where  a source  was  found  to  be  unfit  steps  were  taken  to  provide  a main 
supply. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  are  four  main  sewerage  schemes  in  operation  throughout  the 
Rural  Distriets  : (a)  Aylesham,  (b)  Ash,  (c)  Minster,  and  (d)  Klvington. 

Smaller  systems  are  in  operation  for  (a)  Snowdown,  (b)  Betteshanger 
Colliery  Village,  and  (c)  Sandwich  Bay.  Premises  in  Goodnestone  are 
connected  to  the  trunk  sewer  between  Aylesham  and  Wingham. 

The  above  systems  cover  more  than  40%  of  the  population  of  the 
Rural  District. 

Details  of  the  proposed;  schemes  for  Eastry,  Wingham  and  Ash  (New 
Street),  have  been  proceeded  with,  and  those  for  Eastry  have  been  passed 
forward  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

A flume  and  Tea  recorder  have  been  installed  at  the  Dambridge  Sewage 
Works  (in  order  that  details  may  be  available  of  the  bniount  of  sewage 
already  being  deaJt  with  there),  prior  to  the  designing  of  the:  extensions 
necessary  to  deal  with  the  villages  of  Wingham  and  Adisham  (Bridge 
Blean)  and  possible  immediate  development  at  Aylesham. 

In  addition  to  Worth  Village,  schemes  for  Woodnesborough  and 
Sh olden  Vilkges  have  been  approved  in  principle. 

All  drainage  work,  botlii  to  new  buildings  and  existing  properties  is 
supervised  and  tested.  During  the  year  this  work  involved  twenty-seven 
new  buildings  and  fifty-three  cases  of  alterations  and  additions.  The

During  the  yean  a report  was  presented  to  the  Council  on  the  subject 
of  house  drainage  in,  areas  where  sewers  are  not  available.  Recommen- 
dations were  accepted  relating  to  the  protection  of  water  supplies,  and.  the 
construction  of  cesspools  and  septic  tanks. 

Scavenging. 

The  Council  undertakes  the  collection  and^  removal  of  domestic 
refuse.  The  method  of  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  Poison  Cross, 
near  Eastry,  Three  vehicles  are  in  use  for  this  purpose  and  the  service 
covers  all  but  the  most  remote  parts  of  the  Rural  District. 

The  re-organisation  of  the  refuse  collection  has  been  successful  and 
it  has  been  possible  to  maintain!  a servicei  of  at  least  once  a week  ifi'  the 
principal  villages  and  once  a fortnight  in  the  smaller  villages  and  hamlets. 
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The  emptying  of  cesspools,  and  contents  of  pails  is  carried  out  under 
direct  labour,  two  modern  mechanical  vehicles  being  employed  for  this 
important  section  of  the  work.  A free  service  of  cleansing  cesspools  is 
given  once  in  threq  months.  A third  cesspool  emptier  has  been  placed 
on  order  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  ])ail  closet  service  to  (it  is 
hoped),  most  of  the  village^  and  hamlets  in  the  district.

Eight  houses  were  disinfected. 


Hop-Pickers’  Camps. 

During  the  year  six  hop-i^ickers’  camps  were  occupied  and  it  was 
noted  that  an  increasing  number  of  pickers  were  being  brought  daily 
from  the  coastal  towns  in  place  of  living  in  cami)s.  The  estimated  number 
of  hop-]4ckers — excluding  home  pickers — was  150. 

Thirty-one  inspections  wera  made  and  the  majority  of  defects  found 
were  remedied  by  informal  action.  At  all  camps  a satisfactory  main 
Avater  supply  is  available.  One  new  brick-built  block  of  huts  was 
erected  during  the  year.  Cook-house  accommodation  in  accordance  with 
the  Council’s  Bye-laws  is  generally  available,  but  very  feAA’  pickers  use 
them,  prefering  to  have  individual  fires  in  front  of  their  own  huts. 

No  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  occurred  in  the  camps  during  the 
season.

Forty-three  inspections  were  made  in  connection  with  the  sections 
of  this  Act  adiniiiistered  by  the  District  Council.  Infringements  encoun- 
tered were  of  a minor  character  and  all  were  readily  remedied  by  informal 
action.  Two  certificates  were  issued  under  Section  10  (2)  (b)  exempting 
shops  from  the  provision  of  Sanitary  Conveniences. 

Camping  Sites. 

There  are  three  registered!  camping  sites  in  the  area  : (1)  vSmugglers 
Leap,  ^linster,  (2)  Sutton  Vale,  and  (o)  Sandhills,  Sholden. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  is  one  Knackers  Yard  in  the  area,  situated  at  Ashley,  in  the 
Parish  of  Sutton,  and  this  was  kept  under  regular  supervision.  During 
the  year  a new  drainage  system  was  constructed  and  improved  arrange- 
ments made  for  the  remcval  and  disposal  of  bones  and  offal. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction;  Act,  1919.  Infestation  Order,  1943. 

Two  full-time  operators  are  employed  and  the  methods  used  are  those 
advocated  by  the  Ministry  of  xAgriculture.  Regular  treatment  has  been 
carried  out  at  the  Council’s  Poison  Cross  Refuse  Tip  and  at  the  Minster, 
Elvington  and  Wingham  Sewage  Works.  Test-baiting  of  the  public 
sewers  at  Avlesham,^  Elvington,  iMinster  and  Wingham  revealed  the 
presence  of  rats  in  the  Minster  sewer.  Poison  baits  were  laid  in  the  area 
concerned  and  subsequent  tests  showed  the  sewer  to  be  clear. 

An  increasing  amount  of  treatment  has  been  carried  out  by  block 
control  and  a total  of  forty-two  operations  were  undertaken  during  the 
3^ear. 

One  hundred  and  forty-eight  complaints  were  received  direct  from 
the  public  and  as  the  result  of  independent  investigations  a further  three 
hundred  and  fourteen  were  found.

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SECTION  D. 

HOUSING. 

The  time  taken  to  erect  iie,w  houses  does  not  appear  to  be  appreciably 
shortened  as  yet,  but  it  has  been  possible  to  complete  and  occupy  180 
new  permanent  dwellings  during  the  year. 

Work  on  nearly  all  the  houses  included  in  the  Council’s  1949  pro- 
gramme has  commenced,  and  the  preliminary  work  in  connection  with  a 
possible  further  100  new  dwellings  for  ;1950  is  well  in  hand. 

The  Council  continued  to  retain  close  touch  with  the  Kent  Agricul- 
tural Executive  Committee  with,  regard  tO'  the  housing  needs  of  agricul- 
tural, workers  and  with  the  Divisional  Office  of  the  National  Coal  Board 
in  the  matter  of  houses  for  miners. 

The  Council  made  two  Demolition  Orders  during  the  year. 

Rural  Housing  Survey. 

The  end  of  the  year  saw^  the  culminating  stage  of  this  all  important 
work  which  had  been  going  on  for  some  years,  in  accordance  with  instruc- 
tions laid  down  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  64/44.  This  task 
involved  the  inspection  and  recording  of  all  working  class  houses  not 
exceeding  £20  net;  rateable  value  and  their  classification  into  certain 
categories  according  to  their  state  of  fitness,  and  so  presenting  the  Rural 
District  Council  with  an  overall  picture  of  housing  conditions  in  its  area 
wffiich  has  never  before  been  available,  and  'which  is  an  essential  prelimin- 
ary to  any  long  term  programme. 

It  has  shown  those  houses  requiring  repair,  reconditioning  and 
demclition,  and  will  prove,  a guide  to.  the  new  houses  needed  to-  replace 
those:  demolished. 

The  Housing  Act,  1949,  provides  for  financial  assistance  towards  the 
improvement  of  existing  houses  on  the  lines  first  introduced  in  the 
Housing  (R.ural  Workers)  Act,  1926,  and  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 
9G'49,  ]t  was  stated  that  although  the  emphasis  must  continue  to-  be 
placed  on  the  provision  of  new  houses,  work  under  improvement  schemes 
must  be  reckoned  as  part  of  the  Housing  programme  bf  thiq  local 
authority.  Eocal  authorities  w^ere  advised  to  give  instructions  for  the 
preparation  of  an  ordered  programme  of  improvement  schemes,  and  it 
is  clear  that  wdthout  the  information  provided  by  this  present  survey  it 
would  be  impossible  to  prepare  such  a Report. 

Large  scale  works  of  repair  or  improvement  may  not  be  immediately 
possible  but  nevertheless  there  is  much  work  that  can  be  undertaken 
without  interfering  w-ith  the  building  of  new’’  houses,  and  is  indeed, 
necessary  to  prevent  further  deterioration  of  property. 

Judged  against  the  vast  amount  of  work  this  Survey  has  sho-wn  to 
be  necessary  present  progress  may  seem  very  slow,  as  indeed  it  is,  but 
the  full  extent  of  the  problem  is  now  known,  and  if  an  ordered  plan  can 
be  developed  and  extended,  taking  full  advantage  of  all  legislation, 
we  may  go  far  towards  the  achievement  of  the  aim  of  eradicating 
every  unfit  house,  either  by  re-conditioning  or  demolition. 
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There  are  in  the  Eastry  Rural  District  a total  ofl  6,073  houses,  5,367 
of  which  came  within  the  scope  of  the  Survey,  and  of  these  2,983  were 
recorded  in  detail.

In  studying  the  above  figures  it  should  be  noted  that  the  general 
differenee  between  Category  3 and  Category  5 is  whether  or  not  a house 
can  be'  brought  up  to  a satisfactory  standard  of  fitness  at  reasonable 
exi>ense.  Whait  consti'futes  “ireasfonable  expense”  has  long  been  a 
source  of  difficulty  to  Local  Authorities  and  their  Sanitary  Officers  and 
therefore  it  may  well  be  found  that  when  detailed  specifications  of  repair 
or  re-conditioning  are  prepared  a number  of  such  liouses  may  change 
category.  Furthermore,  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  enable 
an  owner  to  make  an  offer  with  regard  tO'  repairs  or  re-conditioning 
irrespective  of  the  cost,  and  therefore  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  a 
number  of  houses  classified  in  Category  5 may  be,  rendered  fit  even 
though  at  an  “unreasonable  cost.” 
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With  regard  to  Category  4 the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act,  1926, 
has  been  replaced  by  wider  provisions  in  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  and 
although  treated  above  as  a separate  category  it  should  be  noted  that  a 
house  suitable  for  re-conditioning  under  this  Act  could  also  fall  within 
other  categories  : In  practice  the  majority  would  come  from  Category!  3. 

An  analysis  of  some  of  the  principal  defects  fouud  shows  that  in  a 
total  of  1,406  houses,  that  is  47  per  cent,  of  those  inspected,  dampness 
was  present  in  varying  degrees.  This  is  most  commonly  rising  and 
penetrating,  and  is  invariably  due  to  the  walls  being  solid  with  perished 
brickwork  and  without  damp-proof  course. 

The  position  with  regard  tO'  water  supply  was  generally  satisfactory, 
only  253  houses  being  without  ai  main  supply,  but  589  houses  were  without 
sinks. 

As  regards  sanitation,  1,793  houses  had  pail  closets  and  a total  of 
1,000  houses  had  no  drainage  systems. 

A considerable  number  of  the  houses  inspected  were  found  tO'  have 
insufficient  light  and  ventilation  and  this  was  usually  associated  with 
rooms  of  inadequate  height. 

Other  common  defects  included  the  lack  of  satisfactory  foodstores 
and  the  absence  of  paved  approaches  to  houses  and  outbuildings.

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SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  Year  1949. 

In  the  year  uncleii  review  the  following  matters  deserve  special 
mention. 

Improvement  in  the  Cleansing  Service  wasi  effected  during  the  year 
by  the  delivery  of  an  additional  cesspool  emptier  which  relieved  the 
heavy  pressure  on  this  part  of  the  direct  labour  service  and  made  it 
unnecessary  to  have  a double  shift  operating  during  the  summer  months. 
It  was  found  that  both  vehicles  were  fully  employed.'  due  to  the  increases 
in  the  number  of  new  houses  and  more  residents  availing  themselves  of 
the  service. 


]\Iost  excellent  results  were  again  obtained  in  the  collection  of  waste 
paper  when  f 322  was  received  as  a result  of  the  sale  of  this.  As  ai  result 
of  the  second  waste  paper  recovery  competition  this  Council  received  a 
3rd  prize  of  £200.  This  achievement  was  singularly]  noteworthy  in  that 
results  were  based  on  the  percentage  increase  over;  the  amount  of  collec- 
tions in  the  first  competition  when  a 2nd.  prize  was  won  by  the  Council. 

Inspection  of  the  lists  showed  that  this  Council  w'as  the  only  District 
Council  to  achieve,  success  in  both  competitions. 


During  the  year  fourteen)  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  and 
seventeen  w^ere  under  construction  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Similar  figures 
for  Council  houses  were)  fifty  houses  completed  and  fifty  under  con- 
struction. 

Early  in  the  year  a full  time  Rodent  Operator  was  appointed,  resulting 
in  a more  effective  campaign  against  rats  and  mice. 


In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  my  staff  for  their  unfailing  services 
at  all  times.

Water. 

Some  94.4%  of  the  bouses  in  the  Rural  District  are  supplied  with 
water  from  the  public  mains.  Of  the  sixteen  parishes  in  the  district, 
fourteen  are  supplied  by  the  Hast  Kent  Water  Company  and  two  by  the 
Folkestone  Waterworks  Co.  Two  small  areas  at  Alkhani  and  Capel  are 
still  under  consideration  for  a mains  supply,  but  owing  to  the  expense 
no  action  has  as  yet  been  taken. 

One  hundred  and  eighty -eight  houses  get  their  supply  from  rain  water 
tanks. 

Reports  'on  monthly  samples  taken  from  the  public  water  supply  show 
that  the  water  is  quite  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  are  no  main  sewerage  systems  in  operation^  in  the  area.  Sewage 
is  disposed  of  by  means  of  cesspools,  pail  closets  and  chemical  closets.

The  collection  and  removal  of  domestic  refuse,  the  emptying  of  cess- 
pools and  collection  of  pails  has  been  carried  out  by  direct  labour,  and 
has  worked  very  satisfactorihu 

The  second  cesspool  emptier,  ordered  early  in  1947,  arrived  in  May, 
1949,  and  was  immediately  put  into  service. 

Salvage. 

This  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  who' 
reports  on  the  year’s  work  as  follows:  —

During  October,  1948,  to  IMarch,  1949,  the  Waste  Paper  Recovery 
Association  held  a second  competition  for  the  greatest  percentage  increase 
of  waste  paper  over  the  previous  competition  held  during  March,  April 
and  May,  1948,  and  this  Council  won  third  prize  of  £200  with  a percentage 
increase  of  66.355%.

Disinfection. 

The  Rural  District  Council  does  not  possess  a disinfecting-  plant,  but 
all  infected  bedding  and  clothing  is  sent  to  the  Dover  Isolation  Hospital 
for  disinfection,  and  during  the  year  5 batches  of  clothing  were  dealt 
with  in  this  manner.  Number  of  premises  disinfected,  10. 

Scabies. 

Under  arrangement  with  the  Dover  Town  Council  cases  of  scabies  are 
sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment.
